Everybody wants to blame 
somebody else for racial discrim- 

® ination. 

Schools want to blame housing 
patterns, which are partly the 
creation of the real estate in- 
dustry, although most people are 
too conservative to say this pub- 
licly, 

Real estate men try to blame 
individual sellers and landlords. 

Employers blame unions. 

And some unions blame em- 
ployers. 

These are mostly the unions 
which keep Negroes (a) com- 
pletely out, (b) out of the better 
jobs or (c) out of all except just 
enough jobs so they can point to 
the fact that they are “inte- 
grated.”

SCAPEGOAT PATTERN 


This scapegoat pattern has 
now run full circle. 

William Smith, minority spe- 
cialist for the State Department 
of Employment in Hayward, said 
that job patterns are partly 

*#caused by housing patterns. 

A Hayward employer, Smith 
told the Business and Labor Sub- 
committee of the Hayward 
Mayor’s Civil Rights Committee, 
often tries to find workers who 
live in Hayward, 

Since there are few Negroes in 
Hayward — about 90 according 
to the 1960 census — the tend- 
ency is for whites to predomi- 
nate in Hayward jobs. 

Smith didn’t say whether any 
employers use this as a dodge to 
keep from hiring Negroes. Like 
a lot of other things about dis- 
crimination, it is pretty hard to 
prove which comes first — the 
chicken or the egg.

WORD'S GETTING AROUND 

The few Negroes who live in 
the Hayward area — but outside 
the city — include some in upper 
job brackets near Kelly Hill and 
some in low income brackets in 
Russell City. 

Most of these people work out- 
side Hayward, Smith said, al- 
though word is getting around 
that there is a minority special- 
ist in the State Department of 
Employment Office there. And 
some Negroes are now coming in 
to seek jobs in the Hayward area.

SCANTY REVIEW COVERAGE 


Smith was the only witness at 
the first hearing called by the 
Business and Labor Subcommit- 
tee. Chairman Norman Amund- 
son, assistant secretary of the 
Alameda County Central Labor 
Council, said one reason for the 
lack of turnout was scanty press 
coverage in the Hayward Daily 
Review.

How TO BUY 


Rising food prices; how to beat °em

Food may seem to be a bar- 
gain to the U\S. Agriculture De- 
partment, as it has been saying 
in publicity releases. But it does 
not seem that way to wage earn- 
ing families. 

‘We are getting more mail pro- 
testing food costs than on any 
other. subject. Readers express 
noticeable resentment over cur- 
rent prices, although some are 
only infuriated at this column 
for some of our recent state- 
ments. 

High food prices of coffee and 
sugar are special targets for 
reader resentment, But the worst 
is yet to come. Some important 
food staples are due to rise fur- 
ther in the weeks ahead, notably 
meats and some canned goods, 
especially fruits, Food markets 
report their operating costs are 
increasing, so that the slice of 
food dollar they take as their 
margin, now frequently 20-22 
cents, seems likely to increase. 

“Tt think the price of coffee 
and sugar are outrageous,” writes 
Mrs. T. G. Smith. “Who can af- 
ford to pay those high prices? 
We, the poorer class, can’t.” 

It’s a fact that coffee has risen 
16 cents a pound this year, re- 
ports Frank Anastasio, manager 
of Mid-Eastern Cooperatives. The 
quotas for coffee exported by the 
producing countries of South 
American and Asia are set by the 
International Coffee Organiza- 
tion. However, there seems to be 
no real shortage. “We can get all 
the coffee we want,” Anastasio 
advises, 

One ‘of our own government 
Officials recently declared, per- 
haps without considering all the 
implications, that consumers 
must be willing to pay higher 
prices for products in which for- 
eign policy is involved, as in 
sugar. 

However, few moderate income 
families like Mrs. Smith will 
agree that they should be taxed 
on their consumption, without 
regard to ability to pay, espe- 
cially when some of the price 
rises are further inflated by 
speculative profits. 

The Under Secretary of Agri- 
culture has said that the price 
rise in sugar was exaggerated by 
speculation. 

In fact, sugar prices have be- 
gun to recede a little from their 
recent peaks, indicating that at 
least Some of the price boosts 
were artificial. 

The only effective answer for 
consumers is to limit their use 
of products whose prices are ar- 
tificialy pumped up. Newton 
pointed out that when coffee 


prices go up, they must even- 
tually come down, 


CENTS-OFF PUZZLE: Reader 
Irving Magram questions the 
“cents - off” offers of grocery 
manufacturers: “Today I went 
to buy Borden’s Instant Coffee. 
The label said ‘20 cents off the 
price.’ But what price? The man- 
ufacturer does not print the price 
so we are forced to take the word 
of the grocer.” 

Such “cents-off” offers are 
one of the most irritating puz- 
zles to consumers, Grocery mer- 
chandisers say that they do get 
rebates when manufacturers ad- 
vertise “cents-off,” and that 
most often the stores do pass 
on the savings, or some, to con- 
sumers. But there is no way of 
really telling. This is especially 
true in times of price fluctua- 
tion. 

For example, Maxwell House 
offers a cents-off deal on its cof- 
fee. But the grocer will have 
some he bought at 73 cents, some 
at 77, some at 81. He may merely 
give the discount from the high- 
est price he paid. 

Still, it would not pay to ig- 


nore “cents-off” deals. Your only 
real safeguard is to compare 
prices with other brands of the 
same product and observe 
whether the cents-off deal’ really 
makes this product cheaper than 
the others.

Alerted by the thalidomide 
tragedy, medical men have 
been looking for a way to 
.spread the word quickly that 
such a dangerous drug is loose 
in the world’s pharmacopoeia, 

For, as Spain’s director-geri- 
eral of health told a conference 
of the United Nations World 
Health Organization (WHO): 

“The deforming’ effects of 
thalidomide are only part of the 
pe problem of better cone 
trol of pharmaceutical prepara 
tions of all kinds, includin 
tranquilizers, hormones an 
antibiotics.” 

To meet the need for a fast, 
worldwide exchange of infor 
mation about dangerous drugs, 
WHO is setting up a collecting 


and reporting center at its Ge- 
neva headquarters, Its purpose 
is to keep medical authorities 
everywhere informed of any 
serious adverse drug reactions 
wherever detected so that doc- 
tors can take action to protect 
their patients, 

The center’s function supple- 
ments national action, such as 
the U.S. Public Health Service’s 
newly tightened regulations on } 
drug testing. ; 

The need for a global listen- 
ing post on drug information 
was painfully illustrated by- 
thalidomide, whose damaging 
effects were known in Germany 
and Britain long before they 
bec recognized in the United 

tates, 


$1 A DAY? Mrs. A. B. writes Mrs. Nelson 


that she is infuriated by our 
statement that it is possible to 
feed a family on $1 a day per 
person; “Do you really live on a 
dollar a day?” she asks. More- 
over, she believes that when the 
markets offer special buys, they 
choose cheap and nutritious 
foods. 


Actually it would be better if 
a family could allow about $1.25 
a day per person. And keep in 
mind that the figures we cite 
are for family food ‘only and do 
not include soaps, paper prod- 
ucts and non-foods you usually 


buy at a supermarket, or special |Son’s assistant for consumer af- | 


foods for entertaining. 


The USDA “Food And Home| 
Notes” recently reported that it 
is still possible to eat on a dole 
lar a day. A budget this low takes 
more planning and means serv- 
ing larger amounts of low cost 
foods (such as dry beans, cereals 
and potatoes) and smaller 
amounts of meat and costlier 
vegetables. A low food budget 
also requires buying in bulk, tak- 
ing advantage of store specials 
and avoiding high priced “con- 
venience” and ready - to- serve 
foods,

SO-CALLED PUBLIC utilities 
often spend large sums adver- 


tising or issuing public relations 


puffs that they are the biggest 
taxpayers in their respective 
counties or states. 

But these privately-owned cor-= 
porations are telling only half 
of the story. 

Senator Lee Metcalf (D-Mont.) 
says utilities have received nine 
federal tax cuts since the end 
of World War II. But only rarely 
have these tax cuts been passed 
on to consumers, Senator Metcalf 
said. 

The senator, according to an 
article in the newspaper Labor, 
said these cuts have included: 

e Repeal of excess profits 
taxes, 

e Repeal of the federal. gross 
electric revenue tax. 

e Accelerated amortization 
and liberalized depreciation. 

e Investment tax credit. 

e And other bills passed by 
Congress. 


UTILITIES, Senator Metcalf 
charged on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, are really “cost-plus con- 
tractors.” 

“They are guaranteed ex- 
penses, plus profit,” the senator 
said. “But when expenses, in- 
cluding taxes, are reduced, these 
savings are seldom passed onto: 
the consumer who paid the taxes 
with his light bill, 

“Adding insult to injury, when 
the stockholders divide up the 
profit — including money col- 
lected as taxes, but never paid 
to the government — they fre- 
quently pay no taxes, or pay re- 
duced taxes, on the dividends.” 


WONDER WHY the rate of on- 
the-job injuries for women of- 
fice workers is twice that of 
men. ' 

That’s one of the findings of 
the first comprehensive study 
ever made of office workers’ in- 
juries.

‘More liberal home loan laws 
were urged by State Controller 
Adan Cranston; Democratic can- 
didate for U.S. Senate, last week.

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Lee tire boycott 
opened by United 
Rubber Workers 


A nationwide “Don’t Buy Lee 
Tires” campaign has been in- 
stituted by the United Rubber 
Workers, AFLCIO. 

“No responsible labor union 
takes boycott action lightly — 
and yet there is apparently no 
other way to reach a man such 
as Maurice Clairmont who so 
callously puts money before the 
lives and welfare of human 
beings,” URW President George 
Burdon said. 

Clairmont, president and chair- 
man. of Lee National Corp., for- 
merly Lee Tire and Rubber Co., 
“seized control of Lee Tire and 
Rubber Co.” in September, 1962, 
Burdon said. 

Local 227 of the URW has rep- 
resented production workers at 
the company’s tire plant in Con- 
chohocken, Pa., since 1942. 

“Relations between the URW 
and Lee management have been 
friendly, constructive and pro- 
ductive — up to 1962,” Burdon 
said. _ 

‘SURRENDER PROGRAM’ 

“Clairmont did not come to 
the bargaining table seeking a 
responsible settlement; he threw 
down a nine point program for 
surrender, beginning with a 20 
per cent wage cut, with a com- 
plete restudy of all jobs and a 
complete emasculation of all 
fringe benefits. 

“After exhausting all reason- 
able means of reaching agree- 
ment,’ Burdon declared, “the 
members of Local 227 on July 16, 
1963, struck the Lee plant in 
Conshohocken — they had no 
alternative. 

Repeated efforts by the union 


tion, Burdon added. 

“We are asking that each 
member of the AFLCIO refrain 
from buying Lee tires — and ask 
that they spread this message 
to their friends and neighbors. 
We know of no better way to 
show Clairmont that he cannot 
manipulate the lives of people 
the way he manipulates dollars.” 

Ed Porreca, president of Rub- 
bers Workers 64, Oakland, and 
member of the Central Labor 
Council Executive Committee, 
voted for the boycott action as 
@ member of the URW’s Inter- 
national Executive Board. 

He urged all union members 
in this area not to buy Lee tires 
until the dispute is settled.

Cranston: Why 


labor belongs 


on front lines in poverty war 


“ «Labor belongs in the front 
lines of President Johnson’s War 
on Poverty,” State Controller 
Alan Cranston told a union audi- 
ence recently. 

“We live in the wealthiest na- 
tion in the history of the world,” 
the COPE-endorsed candidate 
for U.S. Senate said, ‘but one- 
fifth of our population lives in 
poverty.” 

Cranston added: 

“We in California must not de- 
lude ourselves that persistent 
poverty exists only in the coal 
fields of West Virginia or the 
factory towns of New England. 

“Although this state has the 
highest per capita income in the 
nation, more than 400,000 Cali- 
fornians are out of work. At 
least a million Californians in 
families of four or larger have a 
bare subsistence income of less 
than $4,000 a year.” 

Cranston said that “labor’s ob- 


ligation in the War on Poverty 
is clear. No man is poor because 
he wants to be. He is poor and 
his family suffers for it because 
he can find only marginal work 
or no work at all. 


“California unions,” Cranston 
continued, “already are attack- 
ing unemployment on at least 
two fronts. They are pressing 
their rightful demand in Sacra= 
mento for greater economic as- 
sistance to the unemployed or 
disabled worker. 

“Labor in this state is also co« 
operating closely with Governor 
Brown’s Commission on Automa- 
tion and Technological Change 
to retrain hundreds of thousands 
of workers for the demands of 
the space age.” 

Labor can do even more, Cran<« 
ston said. ' 

“It can participate directly in 
the War on Poverty by launchs 
ing retraining of its own.

The United Association Annual 
Apprenticeship Contest will 
again be held the week of Au- 
gust 10 at Purdue University, 
Lafayette, Ind., and will be open 
for fifth year pipefitter, plumb- 
er and sprinkler apprentices. In 
connection with the apprentice- 
Ship contest, the Instructors 
Training Course will be held dur- 
ing the same week. The feature 
of this year’s contest is a five 
day, six hour per day training 
course for instructors who teach 
welding. Qualified personnel will 
teach these welding instructors 
the technique of welding by pro- 
cedure, After practicing during 
the week, they will be given a 
qualification test. 


As you know, this type of weld- 
ing as well as heli-arc welding 
is coming more and more to the 
front, and requests for welders 
with these special skills are 
more in demand, more now than 
ever before. In the near future, 
contests of these types of weld- 
ing will be part of the contests. 
Younger journeymen welders 
should take advantage of our 
union’s skilled improvement pro- 
grams and attend their classes. 

Finally, I would urge that this 
union’s welding instructors be 
allowed to take this welding 
course procedure at Purdue.

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GOP unionists warned 
to vote AGAINST Barry 


Some people in the labor movement think the nomination 
of Barry Goldwater by the Republicans would be the best thing 
that could happen for Democrats and unions. 

In other words, he would be the easiest to beat. 

A different view was expressed at last week's Building 
Trades Council meeting. It was suggested that union members 
who are registered Republicans vote AGAINST Goldwater 
une 2. 

J Since California primary laws prohibit write-ins or jump- 
ing party lines, the only way for registered Republicans to do 
this is to vote for Rockefeller. 

Proponents of this course carefully point out that they 
are in no way endorsing Rockefeller. And they emphasize that 
President Johnson is the man for all unionists, regardless of 
political party, to vote for in November. 

There are at least three reasons we can think of for regis- 


tered Republicans to vote for Rockefeller in the California | 


GOP primary: 

e Since Rockefeller is generally considered out of the run- 
ning, a vote for him is a vote to stop Goldwater. Newsweek 
magazine published a survey this week showing that Goldwater 


will have the GOP nomination pretty well sewed up if he | 


wins the California primary. 

e A Johnson-Goldwater race would exert pressure on 
Democrats to become more conservative. The national Demo- 
cratic Party needs a little pulling toward more liberal, not 
more conservative, positions. 

e There is always the slim chance that something might 
happen to President Johnson between now and November, or 
that, through some fluke, Republicans might “pull a Harry 
Truman.” 

We don’t think any of these things will happen, but they 
are possible. At any rate, we are prepared to document the 
phoniness of the alleged labor and liberal records of Rockefeller, 
Scranton, Lodge or any other GOP candidate. 

In addition, we feel it would be bad for California if Gold- 
water forces captured the GOP machinery any more fully than 
they already have. We think Democrats will be better off with 
responsible conservative opponents — not reactionary ones — 
in both California and the nation.

We are convinced this is only. another legal dodge to 
keep the voters of Washington Township Hospital District 
from getting rid of inept and anti-union directors. The effort 
to delay matters by starting what may be a costly court battle 
also shows again the flagrant disregard by the directors for 
taxpayers’ dollars, as well as for the rights of employees and 
the needs of citizens in the district.

Organized labor is giving closé 
study to a 1,100 page report is- 
sued by the Senate Subcommite 
tee on Employment and Mane 
power. 

It bears the formidable title 
of “Convertibility of Space and 
Defense Resources to Civilian 
Needs: A Search for New Eme 
ployment Potentials.” 

The document brings together 
the findings of many experts — 
and warns of probable cuts dure 
ing the next few years in the 
vast $55 billion annual governs 
ment outlay on military and 
space programs. 

The report makes it clear that 
defense - related industries and 
their workers must face up to 
prospective severe reductions, So 
must states and communities af- 


ce fected — and they should start 
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“fuel for enemies of labor who 
want to shackle us.” If, in fact, 
it were a question of giving fuel 
to labor's enemies, then Kennedy 
by his own record could certainty 
be expected to encourage such 
corruption.

planning for the readjustments 
now. 

Senator Joseph S. Clark (D.= 
Pa.), chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, pointed out in a foreword 
that over half the federal budget 
has been devoted lately to na- 
tional security programs and 
that “about 10 per cent of the 
gross national product has been 
generated by defense-related ace 
tivities.’ Also, about nine per 
cent of the labor forse has been 
employed in those industries. 

Clark voiced concern that “very 
little industry or local planning 
is under way to handle the in- 
evitable economic and manpows 
er adjustments that would have 
to be made as defense outlays 
slacken or are altered in char- 
acter.” 

The need for such adjustment 
would become greater, he said, 
should an arms control or dis- 
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j}armament agreement — which 
he called “a major objective of 
American policy’ — be “sucesse 


fully concluded.” 
FEDERAL ACTION NEEDED 
“As we proceeded with the 
study,” the subcommittee said, 
“we found increasing agreement 
among experts, both economists 
and industrialists, that any dra- 
matic adjustments to large re- 
ductions in defense spending will 
require corresponding emphasis 
upon federal expenditures for 
investment-type programs such 
as community development, pub- 
|lic works, resource development, 
transportation and housing.” 
The subcommittee concluded 
with the statement that there 
was “nearly unanimous agree= 
ment that there will be many 
difficulties in such conversion 
and that it cannot be brought 
about without substantial fed- 
eral involvement and a great 
deal of careful long range plan- 
ning by both government and 
industry.” 


Birchers & GOP 


“The fantics of the Birch va- 
riety have fastened their fangs 
on the Republican flank, and 
are hanging on like grim death,” 
William Nelligan, outgoing pres- 
ident of the California Republi- 
can Assembly, charged. 

The Nelligan statement came 
after a tumultuous CRA meeting 
at which the extremists forced 
a moderate walkout and pushed 
through an endorsement of 
Presidential hopeful Barry Gold- 
water. The moderate walkout, 
which was met with jeers and 
cries of “soreheads”’ from the 
rightists, climaxed a 12-hour 
battle. Fred Hall, another for- 
mer president of CRA, charged 
that the convention had been 
taken over by “ultra-right wing 
forces.” 

The tactics used at this con- 
vention bore a striking similar- 
ity to those used by a hooting, 
jeering throng of extremists who 
grabbed control of the Young 
Republican National Federation 
convention held in San Francise 
co last year—The Democrat,
